'd  schools  of  su*  y  or  rnatoiny  at  that  dale 
existed  ill  the  country  towns,  and  the  earlier 
^cars  of  the  student’s  life  were  passed  in  the 
acquisition  of  general  preliminary  infurrna- 
tiori,  and  in  uttciidaiicc  upon  the  lucul  hospi* 
tal  or  dispensary.  Stilt,  however,  in  the 
principal  cities  and  tuw  ns  anatomical  study 
was  privately  carried  on,  the  great  impor¬ 
tance  of  this  particular  branch  of  prufcbsiuti- 
a1  education  having  led,  at  an  early  {K'riod, 
to  the  cstablishinetit  of  rooms  for  dissection 
and  the  delivery  of  lectures  on  anatomy.  In 
the  town  in  which  I  resided  one  of  the  lead* 
ing  surgeons  rented  rooms  over  the  cathedral 
cloisters  fur  the  purpose.  These  antique 
apartments,  part  of  the  monkish  fabric  of  the 
cathedral,  liut^beeii  fitted  up  for  lectures  and 
dissections.  The  narrow'  casements  over¬ 
looked  ail  ancient  buryitig-grornd  full  of  the 
decaying  memorials  of  mortality.  ’I'lie  time¬ 
worn  (Juthic  carvings,  the  silent  quadrangle 
with  its  f^preading  yew-tree,  the  dark  shadows 
ill  the  cloistered  arches  beneath  the  rooms, 
gloomy  even  in  tho  summer  daylight,  gave  a 
funeral  character  to  the  whole  locality  ;  and 
the  nature  of  the  studies  carried  on  above  be¬ 
coming  generally  known,  in  spite  of  our  pre- 
enutiuns,  the  place  was  regarded  with  |>ecu- 
liar  aversion  by  the  common  people. 

In  the  present  day  the  advance  of  educa¬ 
tion,  ond  the  wise  provisions  of  an  anatomi¬ 
cal  bill  passed  some  years  since  to  regulate 
medical  sciiooU  and  to  supply  them  witii  sub¬ 
jects,  lia%'e  much  lessened  these  extreme  pre¬ 
judices  of  the  public  at  large  and  have  en¬ 
tirely  remedied  very  great  evils.  The  prac¬ 
tice  of  disinterring  bodies,  and  the  seiiteme 
of  the  law*,  w  hieh  formerly  doomed  the  mur¬ 
derer  to  death  and  dissection,  accounted  fur 
the  strong  feeling  of  horror  and  nidignxtioii 
with  which  human  dissection  was  univerHol- 
ly  regarded.  ^Vople  becamo  so  alarmed  that 
watchers  H'lth  loaded  fire-arms  were  frequent¬ 
ly  placed  over  the  graves  of  recently  deceas¬ 
ed  persons  by  their  friends,  biiil  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  disinterment  went  on,  and  a  suthcieiit 
liumber  of  bodies  was  obtained,  though  with 
great  difficulty,  to  supply  the  necessities  of 
the  rchools.  It  seems  now  e.xtraordinury 
that  such  u  system  should  have  ever  existed, 
pr  that  young  men  of  education  could  have 
been  found  to  engage  in  the  revolting  work. 
jUut  the  danger  and  mystery  of  these  night 
^xpetitions  excited  in  youthful  minds  a  dar¬ 
ing  spirit  of  adventure,  and  there  were  ai¬ 
rways  plenty  of  volunltors  ready  to  under¬ 
take  them.  It  was  not  this  spirit  of  ciiter- 
^>rise,  however,  that  ulone  actuated  the  student 
^nd  urged  him  to  u  fatiguing  and  dangerous 
duty— heavy  toil  in  the  lone  church-yard  at 
piidiiight,  with  the  certainty  uf  the  ruugest 
ireulmeiit  from  the  populajo  if  discovered, 
jligher  motives  iin|>eUed  liim  :  the  attain- 
incut  uf  ttiiaiomicttl  knowledge,  and  (he  cuu- 
sidcraliuii  and  esteem  of  teachers  and  com¬ 
rades  always  accoided  tu  the  hard-working 
and  the  resolute. 

It  was,  then,  on  a  wild,  stormy  night  in 
pecember,  1825,  that  ,a  party  of  students 
agreed  tu  meet  ut  the  di>sectitig  rooms,  and 
to  Sturt  from  (hence  ut  midnight  on  an  expe- 
iJitiuii  tu  a  neighboring  church-yard,  three* 
miles  distant  from  the  town.

1  agreed  tu  join  llalfour  at  the  rooms 
an  hour  before  we  started,  in  order  to  prepare 
A  dissectiou  which  we  had  be*en  unable  to 
get  ready  before,  and  w  hich  it  was  necessary 
^0  complete  for  the  morning  lecture,  llalfour 
was  the  sou  uj  a  dissenting  minister  in  llie 
town,  and  luid  been  carefully  brought  up. 
lie  was  a  hardrwoiking.  utU'UUve  student, 
jbut  of  a  reserved  and  gloomy  disposition. 
^Jle  seldom  joined  in  the  amusements  of  young 
j  men  of  his  age,  and  consequently,  tiiough 
-generally  respected,  he  was  nut  popular  with 
■  lus  coxuradeSf  lie  was  a  hcayily-buiU,  stioog 


I  fellow,  wlih  A  resolved  and  not  unpleasant 
mutitonaticp,  thouph  his  amtle  was  somewhat 
slntslrr.  A  man  of  hitherto  proved  courage, 
I  always  felt  that  I  could  rely  upon  him  in 
emergency.  It  had  been  raining  and  blow¬ 
ing  bard  all  the  day ;  the  evening  closed 
stormily  in  clouds,  and  showed  no  prospect 
of  improvement.  I  arrived  at  the  rooms 
tlie  first,  and  groping  up  the  dark  circular 
staircase,  was  glad  to  find  that  the  fire  t  had 
made  up  when  I  left  in  the  afternoon  was 
burning  brightly. 

It  was  a  wild  night.  The  crazy  leaden 
casements  shook  noisily  in  the  eddying  gusts 
pf  the  heavy  gale  that  far  above  our  heads 
swept  round  the  cathedral  lower.  The  skele¬ 
tons,  suspended  by  hooks  from  the  ceiling, 
moved  and  creaked  in  the  frequent  draughts. 
The  dried  anatomical  preparations,  contained 
in  cases  ranged  ronnd  the  ronm,  stood  oul  in 
the  waving  gloom,  and  arthc  candle  flared  in 
tho  wind,  glanced  with  grinning  teeth  from 
(heir  glazed  sepulchres.  In  the  centre  of  the 
apartment,  stretched  upon  a  hoard  and  cov¬ 
ered  with  a  sheet,  lay  a  subject  for  dissection. 
It  was  the  body  uf  a  quarryman,  recently 
killed  hy  a  fall  from  the  rocks.  I  he  dim 
light  of  the  candle  rested  upon  the  solemn 
felds  of  the  white  drapery,  and  gave  a  stat¬ 
uesque  character  to  the  form.

A  step  on  the  stairs;  enter  llalfour,  more!

Imogen  Alexander  said  nothing. 

And  BO  Maxwell  came  to  preach  in  the 
grand  church  Sabbath  alter  Sabbath.  Ho 
was  a  chastcnid  man.  It  was  beside  hi* 
mother's  bed,  during  tlic  long  watches  of  the 
night,  with  the  breath  flickering  uncertainly 
on  her  pallid  lips,  that  he  prepared  his  ser¬ 
mons,  The  product  uf  those  solemn  hours, 
in  near  companionship  with  the  z\ngel  of 
death,  they  were  well  adapted  to  a  people 
bowing  their  heads  as  a  people  beneath  tli* 
darkening  shadow  of  the  same  awful  wings. 
Splendid  sermons  then  would  have  been  as 
out  of  place  as  lestivc  music  in  the  chamber 
of  the  dying.

It  was  w  ith  a 
hui'ger  as  for  the  bread  ol  life  that  the  con¬ 
gregation  entered  their  sanctuary.  It  was 
with  a  sense  uf  relreshment  and  new  strength 
for  the  duties  of  life  and  tlic  trials  of  Ihc 
hour  that  they  returned  to  their  homes. 

And  those  duties,  those  trials,  now  came 
fust  and  irequoiit.  Maxwell’s  mother  still  lin¬

The  preaent  atate  of  public  feeling  at  the 
South,  in  coiiaequcnce  of  Lineolii'a  election 
It  I  the  Preaidcncy,  it  a  matter  of  profound 
intcrcat  to  every  true  friend  of  hia  country. 
Could  the  South  only  «ee  herself  in  tho  aamc 
night  that  othcra  aeclier.  aho  would  perceive 
the  unrcaaonableacss  of  her  demands,  and 
the  inconsistency  «f  her  position.  In  this 
Republic  the  minority  must  yield  to  the  mn 
jority,  and  the*'  may  feel  themselves  safe  and 
Riot  dUhonoseS  in  d.dng  so.  The  claiming  of 
rights  for  ourselves  which  we  ore  not  willing 
to  conuede  to  other,  shows,  most  certniiily,  a 
aclBsh  and  intolerant  apirit.  Hut  wo  hiiv 
•faith  to  believe  that  the  conservative  clement 
j.  yet  stiong  oiioiigh  ut  the  South  to  preserve 
'inviolate  this  glorious  confederacy  of  Slates. 
Abraham  Lincoln  is  not  the  nisn  we  believe 
’him  to  be,  if  ho  allows  himself  to  bo  the 
sneans  of  violating  any  of  the  constitutional 
Tights  of  the  South,  or  sny  other  section  of 
this  country.  Par  better  would  it  have  been 
if  South  Carolina,  instead  of  flying  into  n 
passion  at  the  result  of  the  election,  like  a 
spoilt  child,  had  employed  a  little  cool  phi¬ 
losophy  and  waited  for  what  the  new  Admin¬ 
istration  ahall  bring  forth.

The  Arctic  Eixpodition.' 

The  Expedition  to  the  .\rctic  regions  under 
(lie  conimond  of  Dr,  I,  I,  Hayes,  sailed  from 
Nantasket  roads  on  the  morning  of  July  10th 
Nothing  very  deflinle  has  been  heard  from  it 
until  the  return  of  William  Longshaw,  Jr., 
of  P^lst  Caiiihriilge,  w  lio  went  out  as  Surgeon 
to  the  E.<pedition.  Hu  left  the  Kxpcdiliuii 
at  Tessuisiac,  on  thu  second  of  September, 
and  returned  home  via  Denmark  am!  Phi 
land.  Gihsnn  C.  Cnrruthers,  a  native  of 
South  Cnroliiin,  and  Carpenter  of  the  P!\pc- 
ilition,  died  of  appnplexy  a  short  time  before 
they  reached  Uperiiavic.  Curruthers  was  in 
theOruinell expedition  under  Lieut.DeHaveii. 
Doctor  Ilaye's  intended  to  leave  Tessuisiiie 
on  the  28ch  of  August,  hound  up  Smith's 
Sound  on  the  West  Side,  in  older  to  attain 
•  •  high  a  latitude  as  pus.i'ile  before  llie  set¬ 
ting  in  of  winter.  Dr.  Iluyes  eliosc  the  west 
tide  of  the  strait,  expecting  to  timl  the  west¬ 
ern  shore  more  irec  from  iee  than  the  east, 
tlie  Utter  being  tlic  route  taken  by  Dr.  Kune, 
After  reaching  lul.  CU  ^  ,  he  iiileoded  to  push 
forward  in  Uclober,  cairjiiig  two  boats  and 
a  stock  of  provisions  suiiie  two  hundred  miles 
north-west.  In  April  he  intends  to  push 
forward  to  thu  open  I’ulur  Seu,  but  in  ease 
he  dues  not  find  it,  go  over  the  iee  as  rapidly 
niid  as  far  as  possible.  All  the  ship's  eoiiy^- 
paiiy,  ofijeeri  and  men,  were  in  cxcelh'ii' 
luraltli  aud  spiriCa,  and  ciithusiaslic  about  tlie 
results  of  the  Expedition,  Dr.  Hayes  enjoys 
the  coniideucc  and  ulfeetiun  of  all  on  board, 
and  has  displayid  the  qualities  of  intrepidity 
and  euuliiesa  in  tiiiius  of  danger,  whieli  uie 
so  easeiilial  to  auceess. 

Dr.  Luiig.haw  studied  thoroughly  the 
lioiany  and  Geology  of  Greenland,  which, 
together  with  thu  effect  of  thu  glueiera,  so 
atfeeted  hia  eyes,  hat  it  was  thought  indispen¬ 
sable  fur  liim  to  return  lionie.  Since  tlie  re¬ 
turn  of  Dr,  Longaliaw  an  oHicial  letter  from 
Dr.  llaycs,  dated  Upernavik,  Aug,  11th,  has 
tbeen  received  by  thu  Cummitteu  engaged  in 
tilling  out  the ’Expedition.

Sec.  3.  Said  oHcnces  may  be  prosecuted 
and  said  Hnc  and  costs  recovered  before  any 
magistrate  of  Middlesex  County  conripetent  '.o 
tryi  rimiiml  causes,  or  before  tho  .Supeiioi 
Court.

In  tbv-  r.igo  winch 
quickly  hupLi  v-  ned,  '.vhen  she  flung  hcr.-'.li 
ori  him  in  Kwr  viuKni.'i*  l*.  r-.etq..',  tier 
atrength  was  no  mulch  for  his;  yet  tho 
struggle  was  long  bcfoio  he  ut  last  got  h‘,r  in¬ 
to  the  clo.sct,  which  had  no  window,  and 
thcic  locked  hrr  in.

Tiie  Last  Man  Society. 

'The  sixth  of  Oi  (oher  was  the  anniversary 
of  the  Last  Man  Society. 

On  Sunday,  the  30ih  of  September,  1832, 
seven  young  men  were  Reaied  in  the  Htudio 
of  J.  U.  .Mison,  talking  as  young  men  are 
wont  to  do,  of  matters  of  .x  desultory  char¬ 
acter. 

Tlic  cholera  was  at  thut  time  raging  with 
fearful  Kway  in  (he  villages  surrounding  the 
city,  but  within  the  corporate  precincts  of 
Cincinnati  the  dreaded  scourge  hnd  not  yet 
m'udd  its  appearance.  'I'he  convcruaiion  of 
the  seven  tinully  turned  upon  the  subject  of 
cholera,  and  a  discusHion  sprang  up  betw'oeii 
two  of  them,  who  liad  just  rcceivtd  the  de¬ 
gree  of  M.  1).,  whether  or  not  thedisearc  was 
eontaginus.  During  the  argument  which  tho 
young  fliHciples  of  -FsculupiUH  advanced,  one 
of  tho  parly,  in  speaking  of  the  futclity  of 
the  diHea-e,  said  :  *•  We  cannot  tell  how  long 
any  of  us  may  be  here  — to-morrow,  ponsibly, 
wc  ii.ay  he  gone.” 

This  nntnrk  wns  the  foundation  on  whicli 
the  sup*  rstructurc  of  the  Latt  .Man  Society 
was  r‘’3red.
